the free sugar bill to restore the Mc­ 
Kinley duties on wool. 
Mr. Kyle (popi, N. D.) called up his 
resolution to prohibit the sale of in­ 
toxicating liquors in the senate wing 
of the capitol during the recess. 
The 
resolution went to the committee on 
rules. 
At C :10 the Vice-President laid be­ 
fore the senate the unfinished business 
—the house bill to place sugar, raw 
and refined, on the free list. 
The 
pending motion was that of Mr. Har­ 
ris to refer to the committee on 
finance. ^ Mr. Aldrich gave notice of 
an amendment he would offer to the 
bill to repeal the tariff bill now in the 
hands of the President 
Mr. Manderson gave notice of an 
amendment to continue in force until 
1905 the bounty provision of the Mc­ 
Kinley law. 
W ithout a word of debate the vote 
was taken on the motion to refer the 
bill to the committee on finance. The 
motion was carried—32 to 18. 
In 
quick succession the other three bills 
were sent to the committee on finance. 
On the motion to refer the free coal 
bill the vote was 35 to 17, on the free 
iron ore bill 37 to 17. The free barbed 
wire bill was referred without di­ 
vision. 
The negative vote in both 
cases being the same as on the free 
coal bilk 
Messrs. Dolph, Jones (Nev.), 
Mitchell (Ore.) and Smith were added 
to the affirmative, Mr. Camden re­ 
fraining from voting. 
On the free 
iron ore reference Messrs. Carey, Cam­ 
den and Walsh were added to the 
affirmative. 
Mr. Dolph did not vote. 


TO CUT OUT FR EE ALCOHOL. 


H ouse Passes th e R epealer B efore Ad­ 
journing U ntil Monday. 


W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 17.—There was 
a mere handful of members present 
yesterday when the speaker called 
the house to order. 
The deficiency 
appropriation bill was taken up for 
further consideration. 
Mr. Sayers’ 
motion to insist on disagreement on 
the Southern Pacific claim amendment 
was adopted. 
Unanimous consent was asked that 
the senate substitute bill for the ex­ 
clusion and deportation of alien an­ 
archists which had just been received 
from the senate should be taken up 
for 
consideration. 
Objection 
was 
made by Messrs. Tracey and Warner 
of New York and the bill was with­ 
drawn and referred to the committee 
on the judiciary. 
The conference report on the gen­ 
eral deficiency bill was reported to 
the house by Mr. Sayers announcing 
an agreement on the Southern Pacific 
amendment, the senate 
conferrees 
having receded. 
The bill to repeal 
the free alcohol clause in the tariff 
hill was passed. 
At 4:45 p. rn. the house adjourned 
until next Monday. 


B im etallic L eague. 


W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 17.—The neces­ 
sity of immediate and thorough or­ 
ganization to push bimetallism to the 
front was discussed at a special con­ 
ference of the American Bimetallic 
league which convened here yesterday. 
Thirty or forty members of the league 
from various states were present Gen. 
A. J. Warner, president of the league, 
acted as chairman and among those 
present 
were Senator Stewart of 
Nevada, Congressmen Pence and Bell 
of Colorado, Judge Shelton of Connec­ 
ticut and C. S. Thomas of Colorado. 
The speeches were based on the asser­ 
tion that the repeal of the Sherman 
act does not repeal the clauses in the 
Bland-Allison act revising the coinage 
act o f 1887. 
The following committee 
was appointed to examine the coinage 
laws and report to the league: C. S. 
Thomas, Colorado; Alex Fulton, Dela­ 
ware; J. A. Gallagher, Ohio; John 
Shelton, Connecticut; and Hon. Isaac 
Sharp, Kansas. 


New R efugee Order. 


W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 17.—The admin­ 
istration has formally defined its 
position on the refugee question. The 
right of asylum is the subject of a 
regulation circular which Secretary 
Herbert signed the last minute before 
leaving the department yesterday. In 
it are instructions to officers of war­ 
ships directing them on no account to 
give an asylum unless in extreme or 
exceptional cases.

phere did not affect the men in the 
least, and four world’s records fell. 
Fred J. Titus won the mile race, but 
was disqualified on a foul, and Brown 
of Cleveland was given the race. 
Sanger was third. Titus’ time, 3:10 3-5, 
lowers the scratch race competitive 
record of 3:13 by Zimmerman and also 
the handicap race record of 3:11 2-5 by 
Sanger. 
The five-mile competitive record was 
13:38 3-5, made by Titus at Lafayette 
last month. 
Yesterday in the five 
mile national championship the same 
rider did it in 13:19, defeating Charlie 
Murphy of Brooklyn by less than a 
half length, Ziegler, the Californian, 
a close third. • 
The mile novice race was won by 
Turnbull of Denver in 3:33 3-5—a cut 
of six seconds off the record—Jacques 
of Chicago running second.

FOR A NEW REPUBLIC. 


Central Am erican Union Plan Is Care­ 
fu lly O utlined. 


G a u t e m a l a , Aug. 17.—The prelim­ 
inary arrangements for Central Amer­ 
ican Union, which, it is hoped, will 
be approved at the conference Sept. 
26, provide that Reyna Barrios, presi­ 
dent of Gautemala, shall be the first 
president, to be succeeded in turn by 
Policarpo Bonilla of Honduras, Zelaya 
of Nicaragua, and Gutierrez of Salva­ 
dor. 
The new arrangement is set to 
begin next May. 
Meanwhile the au­ 
tonomy of each country is to be re­ 
spected, but a provisional president 
is to be elected, who will arbitrate all 
questions between the countries con­ 
federated and will direct the foreign 
policy of the confederation. 
There 
will be no change in customs tariffs 
not already provided for. 
The plan 
does not meet with popular approba­ 
tion in 
Nicaragua and 
Salvador, 
and it is likely there will be a revolu­ 
tion against it

revision of the treaties between Japan 
and the foreign powers will be taken 
in hand forthwith.

d iin e s e Carefully Guard th e M ode of 
Selection, D rying and Preparing. 
Owing to the jealousy of the Chin* 
«se government preventing foreign­ 
ers from visiting the districts where 
;tea is grown, and the information 
derived from the Chinese merchants 
a t the shipping ports, scanty as it 
was, not being depended on with 
any certainty, much mystery and 
confusion for a long time existed re­ 
g a r d in g 
the species yielding the 
varieties known to the trade as 
green and black teas, 
by which 
names they are best known to the 
public, many authorities contending 
that the former were produced ex­ 
clusively from the green tea plant, 
and the latter solely from the black 
tea variety, while again it was held 
by others that both commercial va­ 
rieties were produced from a single 
species, 
the 
difference 
in color, 
flavor and effect being due entirely 
to a disparity in tho soil, climate, 
age and process employed in curing 
the leaves for market; also that 
green teas were grown from plants 
cultivated on the plains or low land*, 
in soil enriched by manure, and 
black teas from 
plants grown on 
hillsides or mountain slopes. 
Later and more careful investiga­ 
tions, however, disprove all these 
opinions, 
it being now admitted, 
even by the Chinese themselves, that 
the green and black teas of com 
merce may be and are prepared a 
w ill from either and both species ol 
the tea plant, different methods bo 
ing pursued in the processes oi cur 
ing from the first stage, green teas 
being only distinguished from black 
by the fact that the latter ars not 
fermented in the process of curia I 
or tonefied as high or as often by 
excessive h?a. ai the latter in the 
firing process to which they are sub­ 
jected before being twisted or curie i. 
It was also a commonly receded 
opinion at one time that the dis 
tinctive color of teas was imparted 
to them by being fired in copper 
pans. 
For this belief there is not 
•the slightest foundation in fact, a* 
copper is never used in the preens
